One man who protested did so in a 
singular manner. He arrogated to 
himself certain diyine rights, and to 
show his gifts dtepped in front of an 
onward bound train, in the sight of 
the villagers. The engine happened 
to he in charge of a European, who 
seeing the foolhardy man in time, was 
able to pull up, without injuring him. 
This feat of proving that the foreign- 
er had no. power over the man greatly 
impressed the- onlookers. But a 
doubting Thonias turned up the next 
day, and the performance had perforce 
to he repeated. Only this time the 
train was in charge of a Chinaman, 
who did not see the utility’ of stopping 
his engine, and as result there was 
one Chinaman the leas.

sf a fence with a somewhat interesting 
history.

Return this to 
the satcepan, add one heaping tabte- 
spoonfal of powdered gelatin which 
has been dissolved in balf a cupful of 
boliing water, one teaspoonful of va- 
ollla extract and stir over the fire 
with a wooden spoon until it thickens, 
Remove m the fire, add the pulp. of 
four ripé banatias and when cool fold 
in one cupful of whipped cream. Just 
before the mixture sets pour it into the 
prepared mold and place it on ice to 
form. Unmould the shape carefully on 
a cola dish atid serve: 

Banana Tartlets.—Soak eight table 
spoonfuls of chopped cocoanut ia suffi- 
¢lent milk to cover, beat up till smooth 
and the thickness of batter, then add 
three tablespoonfuls of melted butter, 
four beaten yolks of eggs, half a cupful 


‘ of whipped cream, one teaspoonful of 


vanilla extract and the stifiy beaten 
whites of two eggs. Peel twelve ba- 
nanas and rub them through a sieve, 
then add to the mixture.

labot on a charge of inciting a bomb 
explosion at the home of David Lloyd- 
George followed. her sixth . arrest, 
Each of the other five arrests grew 
out -of an attempt to serve “‘the 
cause.” 

In February, 1908, Mrs. Pankhurst 
was sentenced to sit weeks’ imprison- 
ment for leading a raid on the House 
of Commons. he served the whole 
sentence, 

In October, 1908, she was sentenced 
for three months for inciting to riot. 
She was reledsed a few weeks before 
mG sentence expired. 

wo years later she was arrested 
while heading a deputation of 400 wo- 
men who were demandi~, an inter- 
view with the Prime Minister. No 
charge was preferred, however, ant 
she was released. 

When militancy began to mark the 
suffragists’ operations early in 1912 
Mrs. Pankhurst was sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment for window 
smashing. 7 

While she was serving that sentence 
she and her daughter, Misa Christabel 
Pankhurst, with Pethick Lawrence 
and Mrs, Pethick Lawrence, were 
charged with conspiracy in connection 
with the general window smashinz 
raid on Oxford, Regent and Bond 
street shops, London. 

Miss Pankhurst escaped arrest and 
went into exile in France. The othera 
were sentenced to nine months’ 
imprisonment, 

Mrs. Pankhurst went on a hunger 
strike, and after five weeks all three 
were released. 

Last February Mrs. Pankhurst wa: 
arrested on a charge of “inciting ta 
commit malicious destruction of pro 
perty’’ in connection with the bomb 
explosion at Lloyd-George’s new home 
at Walton Heath. She was commit- 
ted for the May assizes of the Surrey 
county‘court, but refused to promize 
good bebavior and was sent to Hollo- 
way jail. 

Shortly afterward the case was 
transferred to the central erimina! 
court, London, and set for the Apri! 
assizes. 

Mrs. -Pankhurst's sentence, April 3 
did not dismay her or her followers 
While other suffragists rioted in the 
courtroom she was Jed away declaring 
that she would soon be out of prison, 
dead or alive. 

She went on a hunger strik» im. 
mediately on entering prison, accord- 
ing to her jailers, calmly refusing to 
eat the food that was placed in her 
cell. Rumors that she was forcibly 
féd have been denied by the prison 
officials, 

A startling subsequent incident was 
the receipt of an anonymous letter, 
threatening death, by Justice Sir 
Charles Montague Lush, who imposed 
the three year sentence on Mrs. Pank- 
hurst, The letter was turned over to 
Bcotland Yard, and a strong body- 
guard was at once assigned to accom- 
— Justice Lush when he left his 

ome or his courtroom.

SOME THINGS THAT HELP, 


Work Made Easy H Gore About Bye- 
tematically— Kitchen Closets and 
Pantry Requife First Atteritlen. 
Sweep Cafpete With: 


Begin the work of thorougniy ¢rean- 
img a room by dusting and rubbing 
up all the articles of furniture which 
may easily be removed from the room. 
Pictures and ornaments should be tak- 
en down and dusted and put aside. if 
the curtains and draperies are not eas- 
ily removable they should be | 
aside or else be covered as well as pos- 
sible with large equares of muslin, 
which are kept for this purpose. The 
heavier pieces of furniture also should 
be covered. 

Where there is no vacuum cleaner 
the ordinary corn broom will answer 
very well. 

Always sweep with the pile of -the 
carpet, never across or against it. 

After the room has been thoroughly 
swept slip a clean flannel cover over 
the broom and proceed to brush cefling 
and walls, The rule is to work from 
above downward. 

After the walls are brushed the wood. 
work should be gone over with dusters, 
If there are any finger marks they 
should be removed first. This may be 
Gone very effectually with a cloth dip- 
ped in kerosene and then wiped dry. 
Never use this near fire. 

The curtains may be brushed or shak- 
en, and then the windows should be 
cleaned. Wipe the shades, using a 
very clean cloth for this work. 

The sheets which cover the furniture 
remaining in the room should now bé 
rembvved completely and the furniture 
dusted and rubbed up where necessary. 
It should oot require polisbing—that is, 
if average care is taken of it—oftener 
than twice during a season. Clean 
mirrors and the glass doors of bouok- 
cases. The chandeliers must not be 
overlooked. The metal parts way be 
wiped with a cloth dipped in cotton- 
seed oil and then wiped dry. 

The pictures and ornaments may-now 
be replaced, and then turn your atten- 
tion to tho floor. 

If this requires a thorough polishing, 
which is hardly likely, wipe over -with 
a cloth dipped in the crude oil and alco- 
hol mixture, taking precautions; of 
course, pot to run any risk from fire, 
and then follow this up with a clean, 
dry - cloth, rubbing vigorously... A 
weighted polisher may be used for-this 
work. This may easily be made at 
home, using a brick or-an old flatiron 
with a finnne) covering. Never use wae 
ter on'a bardwood polished floor. - The 
result will be most disastrous to the 
finish. 

Before cleaning a bedroom remove 
the bedding and if tt is possible put i 
out to air. After straightening closets 
and drawers cover the large pieces of 
furniture as was done in the library. 
Remove the mattress cover and spread 
a sheet of muslin over the bed. Take 
up the small rugs. With a light stich 
or a rattun carpet beater beat the mat 
tress. The sheet which covers it should 
be moistened to hold down the dust. 
Both sides must be beaten. If the 
mattress can be beaten out of doors it 
should be done. 

In the kitchen the closets and pantry 
will require first attention. The shelves 
sbould be thoroughly washed and al- 
lowed to dry before the utensils are re 
placed. This is a good time to take 
note of the contents of jars and boxes, 
making a list of those supplies which 
are running low. 

The walls around sink and range may 
require washing, as they are more apt 
to become soiled than the other. parts 
of the room. 

The range should be given a thorough 
polishing once in two weeks. This will 
ne found quite often enough, previded 
2 little care is taken of it day by day. 


The Guest Book. 

Among the vld customs tbat bave 
been revived is that of having a spe- 
cial book in the home in which is fno- 
ascribed the name of each guest who 
epends a night or more under one's 
roof, and some people even put down 
those who take a mea! there and those 
who call. 

The guest may inscribe bis name 
himeelf, thereby leavirfg his autograph, 
or the host or hostess, if preferred, 
may write it himself or herself, so 
that the writing will be uniform 
throughout the book. 

Books designed especially for this 
purpose may be found in the station- 
ery shops, bound inexpensively in cloth 
or leather. But if-one desires to spend 
a little more money and make the 
guest book quite original and a thing 
of beauty one may have a bend tooled 
cover, hammered brass of copper 
hinges and even a key to make it look 
like the ancient ones that were used 
in olden times.
